Trends  in  Public  Assisto.nco  and  ALIlA.  Food  Prograns 

It  is  estimated  that  in  June  of  1942  approxiinately  8.2  nillion 
persons  in  the  continental  United  States  v;ere  supported  by  public  funds- 
or  YiPA  employment.     This  vras  a  decline  of  less  than  1.7  million  persons 
from  the  seasonal  peak  of  9.9  millions  in  January  194-2  and  compared  with 
tho  loYi  point  reached  in  October  1941  of  9.6  mnllion  persons.     The  decline 
from  the  seasonal  high  of  only  1.7  mdllion  persons  from  January  to  June 
is  considerably  smaller  than  the  decline  of  2.5  million  during  the 
corresx3onding  period  of  last  year. 

It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  even  under  the  stress  of  v/ar 
activity  there  will  remain  a  substantial,  relief  _  Load'.   ^It  has  been 
estinmted  that  between  6  and  7  million  persons  r.ust  still  be  supported  . 
by  public  funds,  regardless  of  the  level,  reached  by  industrial  activity. 
It  is  probable  that' the  number  of  persons'- receiving  public  assistance 
will  continue  to  decline  t.hrou^^h  the  summer  m.onths  and  into  the  autui.in,  ■ 
but  that  an  average  of  between  8  and  9  mdllion  persons  r^ay  be  supported 
by  public  funds  during'  the  current  fiscal  year  when  seasonal  factors  are 
taken  into  considcratioji . . 

The  number"  of  persons  in  f-amily  groups  participating  in  AMk  Food 
Programs  in  the  continental  Unitfc.d  States  declined  during  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended  from  8.3  millions  in  July  1941  to  5.3  :..illions  in  June  of  this 
year.     The  number  -^-f  persons  participating  in  the  Direct  Distribution 
Program  declined  from  4. 5. to  2.5  millions  during  this  period  while  partici 
pation  in  the  Food  Stamp)  Program^,  declined  from  o,3  to  2.8  millions  during 
the  12  month  period.     The  number  of  persons  receiving  a¥A  foods  declined 
40  per  cent  during  the  fiscal  year  v;hile  the  nuraber  of  persons  receiving 
public  assistance  declined  only  35  per  cent  representing  the  effect  of 
continued  transfers  of  Direct  Disti'ibution  areas  to  the  Food  Stamp  Program 

Categorical  changes"  in  the  number  of  persons  on  relief  have  been 
by  no  .means  uniform--in  direction  or  extent.     The  nuinber  of  cases  included 
in  the  special  types-  of  public  assistance-  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children,  ■  Aid -t.-o  the  Blind-  has- increased  slowly  throughout 
the  year  fromi  2.6  mAllion  in  July  1941  to  2.7  m.illi on  in  June  of  this 
year.     The  number  of  cases  in  the  General  Relief  category  declined  from 
876,000  to  less  than  7bO,000.  during  the  same  period,  while  YvTA  employi-r.ent , 
held  at  a  little  over  1  rdllion  employees  for  the  first  six  m.dnths  of 
the  fiscal  year,  gradually  declined  to  a:i  average  of  700,000  em.ployees .  in ' 
June.     It  is • expected 'that  the  Social  Security  categories  v/ill  together  ■ 
remain  steady  or  will  sh-r^Vv"  a  slight  rise  during  the  next  12  m.onths, 
that  the  number  of  cases  receiving  general  relief  vrill  fluctuate  from 
600,000  to  800,000  seasonally,  and  that  the  number  of  VvPA  em.ployeqs  imll 
remain  at  around  400,000  for  the  vear.

...  — '  --EXTENT.  •  The  Food  .Stamp  Program  was  in  operation  in  .1,440  county 
and -S-S- -city  areas  in-  June,  including  45  county  and  2  city  areas  opened 
during. the  month,     78  million  persons,  59.3  per  cent  of  the  toi:al  United 
States  population  live  in  operating  areas.     Of  4,371,000  eligible  persons 
2,854,000  or  65  per  cent  participated.     This  was  a  decline  of  240,661 
persons  from  the  May  total. 

One  year  ago  at  the  beginning  of  July  1941,   363  areas,  many  of 
vfhich  comprised  several  counties  or  cities,  were  in  operation.  70.3 
million  persons  or  .53.4  per  cent  of  the  total  United  States  population 
lived  in  designated  areas.     3.9  mdllion  persons  participated  in  June  1941. 

'  STAIvg  ISSUAI\rGE.     Of  $8,126,000  in  blu-i  stamp  issuance,  $591,  ^qq 
less  than  in  I^feiy,  the  V^est  received  13.1  per  cent;  -^hv  Midweet  29.  8  per 
cent;  the  Northeast,   30 el  per  cnt;  the  South  26^9  per  cent;  and  "che 
Virgin  Islands   .1  per  cent. 

The  continued  declines  in  participation  and  blue  stamp  issuance 
reflect  the  downward  trend  shov.-^i  durin^.;  the  four  month  period  since 
March,  and  are  attributed  to  recertif icaticn  of  caseloads  throughout  the 
country,   increas^-d  em-ploymenb  due  to  ";;ar  production,  and  seasonal  factors. 
The  June  decline  in  blue  staiap  issu";,nco  was  greatest  ii^  the  South, 
$252,000;  in  the  Llidv^est,  it  v;as  $137,600;   in  the  Northeast,  |123,000;  and 
in  the  West,  079,000. 

The  average  per  capita  blue  staiap  issuance  was  $2.85  in  June^  .3 
cents  higher  ohan  ih  May.     Orange  stamp  issuance  in  June,   15.2  million 
dollars,  $5.32  per  capita,  an  $800,000  decline  fromx  May.     "Free  blue" 
issuance:     $24,661  to  22,472  persons,  $1.10  per  capita,  a  decline  of 
8,500  persons  from  May. 

Cumulative  blue  stamp  issuance  this  year,   July  1,   1941  through 
June  1942  totaled  111.6  m.illi  'n  dollars.     Last  year:     S2.8  million 
dollars.     Cumulative  blue  stam.p  issuance  .for  this  year  by  regions:  in 
the  YIest,   15.4  m.illion  dollars  or  13.8  per  cent  of  the  total  U.  S.;  in 
the  Midwest,   31.2  million  dollars  or  27,9  per  cent;   in  the  Northeast, 
32.6  million  dollars  or  29.2  per  cent;  in  the  South,  32.4  million  dollars 
or  29.0  per  cent;   in  the  Virgin  Islands,  $68,000,  loss  than  .1  per  cent. 
(See  Table  6  for  r.onthly  figures.) 

Orange  stamps  purchased  this  year  totaled  201.7  million  dollars 
for  all  regions.     In  the  Y^est,  purchases  were  31.2  mdllion  dollars  or 
15.5  per  cent  of  the  total;  in  the  Midwest,  62,2  millien  dollars  or 
30.8  per  cent;  in  the  i^Jortheast,   66.0  million  dollars  or  32,7  per  cent; 
in  the  South  42.2  million  dollars  or  20,9  per  cent;,  and  in  the  Virgin 
Islands,  $60,000  or  less  than.  .1  per  cent.

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BLUE  STAI'-!P  PURCPIASES»     June  purchases:     104.6  million  pounds  valued 
at  8.1  mTllion  dollars.     Changes  from  May  in  the  pe^rcentage  of  blue  stamp 
m.oney  spent  for  commodities  showed  more  money  spent  for  butter,  eggs,  and 
cereals,  less  for  fruits  and  vegetables.     The  percentage  of  money  spent 
for  butter  changed  from  17.1  per  cent  of  the  total  in  May  to  18,8  per  cent 
in  June,  eggs  from  19.8  to  21.5  per  cent,  cereals  from  17.6  to  20.2  per 
cent',  vegetables  from  30.1  to  26.8  per  cent^  and  fruits  from  15.4  to  12.7 
per  cent. 

Blue  stamp  money  expended  during  the  month  decreased  6.8  per  cent 
from  May,  total  quantity  of  food  purchased  decreased  19.9  per  cent,  a 
marked  indication  of  the  rising  food  costs  also  noted  in  previous  reports.

EXTENT .    Participation:     1.2  million  children  in  12,500  schools, 
approximately  4  per  cont  of  toti'l  school  enrollm^mt  in  the  United  States, 
In  June  of  last  year,  875,000  children  in  8,200  schools  participated. 

FOOD  DISTRIBUTED,     6.6  million  pounds  of  foodstuffs  with  an 
estimated  retail  value  of  .5  million  dollars  were  distributed.  Foods 
distributed  to  50  per  cent  or  more  of  the  participating  children  were 
evaporated  milk,  graham  or  v\rhite  flour  and  canned  porlj:  and  beans.  Butter, 
eggs,  fresh  apples,  prunes,  canned  tomatoes  and  peanut  butter  were  distri- 
buted to  about  one-third  of  the  participants. 

FISCAL  YEAR.    An  average  of  4  million  children  participated  monthly. 
The  year's  peak,  reached  in  February  and  March  was  6.2  million  children  in 
93,000  schools.     Total  pounds  of  food  distributed  to  school  lunches  during 
the  year  was  455  million  pounds  with  an  estimated  retail  value  of  28.7 
million  dollars.    Previous  year:     average  participants  2.7  million  children 
peak  month,  March  with  4.7  million  children  in  67,000  schools;  total  pounds 
of  food  distributed,  341  million  pounds  valued  at  25  million  dollars.

Revised- figures  indicate  that  720 ,'000  childr;)n  participated  in 
the'  School  Milk  Program  in  E^ay,  and  an  estimated  $00,090  children 
participated^ in  June;  complete  data  for  the  latter  month  are  not  available. 
The  program  was  extended  during  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  to  approximately 
70  a,rcasj  in  addition  to,  the  8  areas  vjhich  continued  operation  from  the 
preceding  year.    The  total  cost  of  the  program  to  the  AIvlA  in  May  amounted 
to  $19A,000. 

The  Relief  Milk  Rrogram  continued  operations  in  the  7  areas 
which  have  been  open  throughout  the  year.    Approximately  1/^0,000  families, 
including  360,000  persons,  participated  in  this  program  in  May  at  a 
cost  to  AMA  of  approximately  $191,000.    It  is  probable  that  there  was 
a  slight  decline  in  the  June  participation.    Details  of  June  operations 
for  each  of  these  prograiiiS  will  be  presented  at  a  later  date.

Th«s«  tvo  cheats  illvMtrata  som  of  ths  basic  problems  farmsrs  havs  to  faoo  —  highly 
fluctuating  incoBS  and  reduced  maricets  for  their  production.    Annual  farm  income  from  market- 
ings has  fluctuated  from  a  peak  of  more  than  12.5  billion  dollars  to  less  than  5  billion 
dollars  since  1^20.    At  the  same  time,  harvested  acreage  has  been  falling.  Approximately 
35  Billion  aores  of  crop  land  are  now  diverted  from  the  production  of  orops,  in  part  owing 
to  loss  of  export  markets,  and  in  part  owing  to  inability  of  low  income  consumers  to  secure 
sufficient  purchasing  power  to  make  increased  purchases  of  agricultural  products.

From  1936  to  1940  inclusive  about  327  million  acres  of  crop  land 
were  used  for  all  food  auid  feed  including  increases  in  stocks  and  exports. 
In  1941  the  area  for  these  purposes  is  estimated  to  total  about  323  million 
acres*    It  would  take  about  321  million  acres  to  provide  domestic  needs 
alone  (i«e»,  not  including  stocks  and  exports)  if  agriculture  were  to 
provide  a  moderate  cost  diet  for  all  people  in  this  country.    Some  people 
now  have  a  higher  diet  than  this  and  most  of  them  have  a  lower  diet. 
Allowing  for  these  factors,  the  best  adapted  diet  for  the  American  people 
would  probably  require  351  million  acres  for  domestic  consumption  require- 
ments alone* 
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The  rapid  rise  in  unemployment  in  late  1933  caused  large  numbers  of 
families  to  become  dependent  on  public  funds  for  their  support.  The 
steady  decline  in  the  public  assistance  load  beginning;  in  early  1934, 
and  interrupted  only  by  seasonal  upswings  in  unemployment,  was  temporarily 
halted  in  the  "recession"  of  1938.     It  was  resumed  in  the  spring  of  1939 
and  aided  by  the  defense  effort,  has  continued  to  the  present.     It  should 
be  noted,  however,  that  even  by  November  1,  10  million  persons  were  still 
dependent  on  public  assistance.     In  addition,  1.5  million  persons  were 
receiving  commodities  from  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  who  did 
not  receive  public  assistance.

The  efforts  of  the  Surplus  Me.rketing  Administration  tc  raise 
farm  incomes  can  be  understood  only  by  taking  into  account  the  relative 
importance  to  the  farmer  of  the  different  sources  of  that  income. 

Dairy,  poultry,  livestock  products,  fruitt  and  vegetables 
accounted  for  over  70  percent  of  total  cash  farm  income  in  1940,  It 
is  these  commodities  that  have  received  the  special  support  of  the 
domestic  purchase  and  distribution  programs.

Agriculture  is  now  seeking  to  produce  record  food  crops 
in  ordor  to  meet  domestic  and  foreign  needs.    Further  increase 
of  milk,  pork  and  lard,  eggs  and  chickens,  certain  vegetables, 
soybeajis  for  beans,  and  peanuts  for  oil  are  desired  or  expected.

By  December  1,  1941  there  were  11*7  million  persona  in  fajnilies  oertified  for  public 
assistance  or  eligible  to  receive  it  in  the  continental  United  States.    Of  this  number,  over 
1.8  Billion,  mostly  in  the  Southern  States,  were  not  receiving  public  assistance,  though  they 
were  certified  to  be  in  need.    Domestic  distri'oution  programs  reached  6*9  million  of  these  includ- 
ing 1,5  million  persons  of  approximately  3.8  million  included  in  ffPA;  I.9  million  of  the  2.3  million 
in  General  Relief;  over  ^00,000  of  the  1*3  million  getting  Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  over  1  million 
of  the  2.2  millions  receiving  OAA,  and  1«4  million  of  over  1«8  million  certified  to  be  in  need  but 
not  receiving  any  public  assistance. 

It  should  be  noted  that  from  October  to  November  1941,  there  was  an  increase  of  15,000 
persons  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Blind,  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  an  increase 
of  65,000  persons  in  WPA  groups  and  a  decline  of  42,000  in  those  reoelvlng  General  Relief  or  a 
net  increase  in  these  groups  of  about  38,000  persons*    A  large  proportion  of  those  Included  In  the 
present  totals  are  unemployables,  and  the  total  may  be  swelled  for  varying  periods  of  time  as  a 
result  of  dislocation  in     employment*    There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  numbar  in  this 
group  will  not  fall  materially  below  10  million  persons  even  with  national  Income  at  hl^er  levels 
than  exist  in  1941-42*

This  chart  shows  the  relation  between  food  expenditures  made  by  all 
non-farm,  non-relief  families  in  the  United  States  in  1935-36  (represented 
by  the  bar  at  the  far  left)  and  those  made  by  families  eligible  for  the 
Food  Stamp  Program  but  not  yet  taking  part  in  1940-41. 

The  needy  unemployed  eligibles  for  the  program  are  able  to  spend  less 
than  |1,50  per  person  per  week,  5  to  7  cents  per  meal,  and  as  little  as  3 
cents  per  meal  in  the  Southern  States.    Even  these  expenditures  take  40  to 
60  percent  of  their  total  income.    Under  the  Food  Stamp  Program,  those 
enabled  to  take  part  can  increase  their  food  purchases  by  2-g  to  3  cents 
per  meal.

These  charts  present  the  share  of  the  blue  stamp  dollar  allocated  to 
each  of  the  main  commodity  groups.    The  time  periods  covered  include  the  two 
complete  fiscal  years  1939-40  and  1940-41,  and  the  most  recent  month  for  which 
data  are  available. 

Shifts  in  the  proportion  of  the  blue  stamp  dollar  going  to  individual 
commodities  or  groups  from  one  period  to  another  reflect  mainly  changes  in  the 
commodities  listed  and  their  duration  on  the  blue  stamp  list.    Throughout  the 
period  charted  above,  the  consumption  of  each  of  three  of  the  six  farm  commodity 
groups  -  fruits,  eggs,  and  cereals,  has  varied  only  slightly.    These  three 
groups  account  for  slightly  less  than  half  of  all  farm  commodities  bought  with 
blue  stamps.    At  the  same  time,  pork  products  and  butter  have  fluctuated  at 
differing  rates,  while  vegetables,  being  more  widely  listed  in  each  succeeding 
year,  have  constamtly  risen  to  a  place  of  importance  in  the  commodity  picture.

The  Penny  Milk  and  Low  Cost  Milk  Programs  are  conducted 
through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  three  groups:    the  dairy 
producer  who  receives  a  lower  price  than  he  ordinarily  would 
for  Class  I  but  more  than  for  Class  II  milk;  the  handler  who 
reduces  his  charges  for  processing  and  handling;  and  the 
government  which  pays  a  subsidy  making  possible  the  low-cost 
distribution.    The  school  children  or  other  agencies  pay  one 
penny  per  glass  for  the  milk;  and  for  fsunilies  the  usual 
charge  is  5  cents  per  quart. 

The  Penny  Milk  Program  for  school  children  was  beg\m 
late  in  the  fiscal  year  and  operated  for  a  short  time  in 
8  cities  only,  at  a  cost  of  approximately  ^566,000.  The 
Low  Cost  Milk  Program  for  low- income  families  operated  in 
6  cities  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $1,500,000.

The  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  has  sought  to  find  increased 
domestic  markets  for  cotton.     It  has  attempted  to  develop  new  and  expand- 
ed industrial  uses,  encouraged  an  extensive  cotton  mattress  project  and 
developed  two  novel  cotton  stamp  plan  approaches.     Under  one  of  these, 
the  experimental  cotton  stajnp  plan,  operating  in  36  areas,  needy  unemploy- 
ed families  have  been  permitted  to  purciiase  green-colored  cotton  stamps 
and  receive  in  addition  free  brown-colored  stamps  to  be  used  to  purchase 
increased  quantities  of  cotton  goods  in  regular  retail  channels.  Under 
a  special  1941  Supplementary'-  Cotton  Program  nearly  900,000  cotton  farmers 
received    cotton  stamps  as  benefit  payments  for  roduclng  cotton  acreage. 
At  the  same  time,  the  farmers  were  encouraged  to  produce  more  food  and 
feed  for  home  use.     Expenditures  under  the  former  program  have  totaled 
about  4  million    dollars  to  date,  and  under  the  Supplementary  Cotton 
Program,  expenditures  have  totaled  nearly  16  million  dollars. 

Users  of  stamps  under  the  experimental  program  are  chiefly  urban; 
the  Supplementary  Cotton  Program  users  are  rural.     Their  purchases  re- 
flect these  differences.     Note  that  Supplementary  Program  families  spent 
nearly  one- third  of  their  stamps  for  piece  goods  to  be  made  into  wearing 
apparel,  while  under  the  other  program  families  spent  only  one-tenth  of 
their  stamps  for  tnis  purpose.

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In  May  1939  when  the  Stamp  Program  began 
and  domestic  distribution  programs  were  expanded, 
prices  of  many  commodities  listed  as  blue  stamp 
foods  were  at  very  low  levels.

WASHINGrON  OFFICE  LETTER  NO.  C-S 

Allooatiag,  Acoeptiag  and  Ordering  Coamoditlea 

The  Regional  Offioos  are  reaponsiblo  for  the  proper  allooation  of  ooismoditi^s 
to  state  welfare  ag@noies,  except  that  in  es^rgenoies  requiring  Immediate 
action  or  special  handling,  allocations  may  be  made  directly  by  the  Washings 
ton  Office o    Y^h^n  allocations  are  md©  by  the  Washington  Office,  the  appro- 
priate  Regional  Office  will  be  notified,  and  will  then  handle  tiis  preparation 
and  transmittal  of  all  forma  (including  the  Ho  tic©  of  Allooation,  Form  SMA«808) 
in  the  saiae  laann^r  as  if  the  allocation  had  originally  been  made  by  tha  Re- 
gional Office. 

Tha  Regional  Office  must  maintain  such  records  and  controls  as  may  b©  neces-* 
sary  to  effectively  control  the  allocution  end  acceptance  of  commodities. 
Hsgional  Offices  must  determine  that  the  quantities  allocated  to  the  various 
states  are  in  proper  proportion  to  their  distribution  r^quiromonts,  that 
adequate  facilities  are  available  for  storage  and  hendlin^^,  and  that  distri- 
bution will  be  made  in  aooordanoe  with  ins  ♦-.ructions.    State  welfare  agencies 
should  not  ba  permitted  to  accept  quantities  in  excess  of  their  r«nv''._  ^ui^n'cs 
and/or  ability  to  handle,  nor  should  supplias  on  hand  be  al"   .«d  to  be  depleted 
to  the  extent  of  disrupting  distribution  operations,  provided,  of  course,  ad* 
ditionial  quantities  are  available  for  shipment. 

Tha  instructions  and  limitations  set  forth  in  this  letter  are  to  be  strictly 
observed,  oxoopt  that  the  Regional  Offices  may  require  the  preparation  of 
sufficient  additional  copies  of  the  various  forms  as  may  be  needed  to  maintain 
regional  records.    A  general  outline  of  the  procedure  to  be  followed,  and  the 
pro^QT  us®  of  the  various  forms,  is  given  in  the  folio^ng  paragraphs t

The  Washington  Office  vvill  notify  the  Regional  Office  of  commodities  available 
for  allocation  to  states  within  the  region.    This  notification  will  indicates 
the  quantity  expected  to  be  available,  and  include  infcrsiation  ossantial  to 
proper  ordering,  handling  and  distribution.    Every  effort  will  be  made  to  for- 
ward this  information  aa  far  in  advanoa  of  shipments  as  possible.  However, 
some  purchase  programs  will  not  allow  detailed  advance  infoxTaation  cQaoera5mg 
commodities  available. 

The  Regional  Office  will  allocate  the  commodity  to  the  individual  states 
within  the  region*.    This  may  be  accomplished  in  such  meuiner  and  by  such 
persons  under  the  supervision  of  the  Regional  Office  as  the  Regional 
Director  nay  specify.    If  sufficient  time  is  available,  allocation  should 
be  made  by  using  the  regular  "Notice  of  Allocation"  Form  SMA-808.  The 
original  of  this  form  is  to  be  sent  to  the  State  Director  of  Commodity 
Distribution,  and  a  copy  forwarded  immediately  to  the  IKashington  Office. 
Additional  copies  may  be  made  for  distribution  as  required  for  Regionair 
records.    Vllhen  necessary,  allocations  may  be  handled  by  telephone  or  tale- 
graph,  and  the  regular  Notice  of  Allocation  subsequently  forwarded  in  the 
usual  manners 

It  is  maiidatory  that  allocations  made  by  Regional  Offices  conform  exactly 
with  instructions  issued  by  the  Washington  Office.    If  the  instructions  from 
the  Washington  Office  are  not  fully  understood,  or  if  changes  in  oar lot  quantities, 
eligible  recipient  groups,  delivery  periods  or  other  conditions  of  allocation 
seem  desirable.  Regional  Offices  should  communicate  with  the  Washington  Office 
before  proceeding  with  allocation.    Under  no  circumstances  may  dlatribiitioa  be 
autJ:ioriged  to  groups  not  approved  by  the  Washington  Office  sine©  docket  limita- 
tions or  administrative  rulings  may  restrict  distribution  to  certain  specified 
case  compositions. 


Emergency  distribution  to  institutions  to  prevent  losses  from  spoilage,  may  be 
authorized  by  Regional  Offices^  provided  the  quantity  involved  is  less  than  a 
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oarlot.    Tha  Regional  Office  shall  be  responsible  for  determining  that  imminent 
danger  of  loss  actually  eziste,  and  that  the  cc?nciodity  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
distributed  to  the  groups  already  approved  as  eligible  to  participate  in 
distribution  by?    (a)  mors  complete  caseload  coverage  (b)  intra-state  transfers 
to  other  distribution  outlets  within  the  state,  or  (o)  by  increase  of  not  to 
exceed  bOfa  in  the  rates  of  distribution  to  general  recipients.    A  complete 
report  of  such  emergency  authorizations  shall  be  immediately  sont  to  the  Wash" 
ington  Office  in  duplicate.    IPIhen  the  quantity  involved  is  equal  to,  or  in 
excess  of  a  carlot,  a  complete  statement  of  facts  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Washington  Office  for  oonsiderationo    The  Weshington  Office  will  th©n  either 
approve  distribution  to  institutions  or  provide  other  outlets  for  -Uie  commodity 
in  jeopardy. 

In  the  event  the  total  queatity  allocated  to  a  region  cannot  bo  utilised,  a 
report  should  be  made  to  the  V^eshington  Office.    This  report  should  be  forward- 
ed without  delay,  and  should  include  explanatory  information  covering  the  reasons 
for  non«aoceptanoe  of  the  full  quantity. 

ACCEPTAKCB 

The  "Letter  of  Acceptance",  i-orm  S:iA-809,  when  coiapleted,  is  an  agreement  on  the 
part  of  the  state  welfare  agency  to  accept  a  Tfhols  or  a  specified  part  of  the 
quantity  of  the  commodity  allocated,  and  lists  the  quantities  the  state  welfare 
agency  proposes  to  distribute  to  each  I'lroup  of  eligible  recipients.    This  form 
is  to  be  completed  by  the  State  Director  of  Commodity  Distfiibution  by  inserting 
appropriate  information  in  the  spaces  provided,  and  tha  form  signed  with  ink  or 
indelible  pencil.    The  original  of  this  form  should  be  sent  directly  to  the 
Washington  Office,  together  with  the  Delivery  Orders,  Fora  AMA-S,  covering  the 
quantity  accepted.    One  copy  of  the  Letter  of  Aooapt&noe  should  be  retained  by 
the  State  Director  of  Comjaodity  Distribution.    Additional  copies  for  regional 
records  should  be  forwardod  as  directed  by  thn  Regional  Office.    In  addition  to 
the  infojrraation  called  for  in  the  form,  the  Letter  of  Aoceptaaoe  should  include 
the  state  numbers  of  the  Delivery  Orders  for  ths  commodity  accepted.    An  outlias 
of  any  special  conditions  of  the  proposed  plan  of  distribution  laay  also  bo  riven 
in  the  Letter  of  Aoceptanoe. 

Nearly  all  of  the  factors  considered  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration 
in  making  allocations,  should  likewise  be  considered  by  State  Directors  of  Cce- 
modity  Distribution  in  accepting  or  declining  commodities.    VHhen  State  Directors 
of  Commodity  Distribution  accept  the  conditions  of  allocation  and  request  ship- 
ments, they  assume  full  responsibility  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
commodities  Distribution  Operating  Agreement  currently  in  effect  between  the  state 
welfare  agency  and  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration.    Precautions  should 
be  taken  to  prevent  State  Directors  of  Com^iodity  Distribution  from  reqiiesting 
shipment  of  commodities  to  points  or  areas  within  their  state  which  produce  or 
serve  as  commercial  storage  points  for  substantial  quantities  of  tiie  same  or 
similar  ccmraodities.     Before  commodities  are  ordered,  carlot  destinations^  as 
well  as  subsequent  distribution  areas,  should  be  cleared  with  local  w^lfar©  of=- 
ficialSj  trade  representatives,  sxate  and  federal  agricultural  rsprssentatives, 
including  stace  crop  statisticians,  to  avoid  possibility  of  conflict  with  local 
supplies e

Shipments  of  oorfimodities  to  state  ¥/elfare  agencies  are  made  only  as  directed  and 
authorised  by  Delivery  Orders,  Form  A^A-2,  properly  es:®cuted  and  signed  by  the 
State  Director  of  Commodity  Distribution.    Actual  delivery  may  be  effected  through 
shipment  on  Government  bill  of  lading  by  rail  or  motor  truck,  or  hy  delivery 
directly  to  the  consignee  at  the  place  of  purchase.    A  separate  delivery  ordor 
is  used  for  each  shipment,  and  is  identified  by  a^Deiivery  Order  Humber**  assigned 
by  the  Ifliashington  Office,    ^hon  orders  are  placed  for  shi^ent,  information 
essential  to  proper  handling  by  the  contractor  or  by  the  field  representative  of 
the  Purchase  3ranch  is  inserted  in  the  section  of  the  Delivery  Order,  Form  AS/^A-S, 
headed  "This  space  for  A<»M»A.  only.**    The  pink  copy  is  returned  to  the  Stat© 
Director  of  Commodity  Distribution  and  slip-sheet  copies  are  sent  to  the  Regional 
Office  and  the  Stat^  Supervisor  for  their  recordJ3.    The  State  Director  of 


Commodity  Distribution  should  mals»  a  r©oord  of  the  Delivery  Order  Number,  bill 
of  lading  axsnber,  &nd  any  other  information  needed,  and  forward  the  pink  copy 
immediately  to  the  oonsignee  for  completion  of  "Consignee's  Report  of  Condition 
on  Arrival",  when  the  commodity  ia  received o 

The  Washington  Office  receives  daily  reports  of  shipments  from  the  various 
contractors  and  from  field  representatives  of  the  Purchase  Branch.    These  reports 
are  consolidated  according  to  states  of  destination  for  the  purpose  of  notifying 
the  State  Supervisor,  or  oth?**  designated  AiilA.' representatives,  of  shipments  to 
the  state  under  his  supervision.    This  notice  is  forvsrarded  by  the  1iladiing;ton  Office 
by  air  mail  lett€?r  (regular  mail  when  no  saving  in  time)  and  includes  the  name 
of  the  commodity,  delivery  order  number  and  the  date  of  shipn^nto    A  copy  of  this 
notice  is  sent  to  the  appropriate  Regional  Office*    The  State  Director  of  Commodity 
Distribution  will  obtain  record  of  shipment  from  the  original  end  memorandum  copy 
of  bill  of  lading  which  are  mailed  directly  to  him  at  the  time  of  shipment.  It 
may  be  possible,  in  many  instances,  for  AMA  representatives  and  State  Directors  of 
Commodity  Distribution  to  Trork  out  plans  for  the  mutual  interchange  of  shipping 
information  that  would  prove  beneficial  to  the  operation  of  both  offices.  The 
information  c<^oerning  shipments  may  be  used  to  estimate  the  arrival  date  of  cars 
at  destination,  and  may  be  transmitted  to  oonsignees,  in  order  that  they  will  have 
advance  notice  that  shipments  are  en  route. 

A  careful  study  of  the  pink  copies  of  the  delivery  orders  returned,  indicating 
which  orders  have  been  placed  for  shipment  and  the  notice  of  shipment,  indicating 
which  orders  have  actually  been  shipped,  should  assist  in  maintaining  a  balanced 
inventory  within  the  state.    If  it  is  found  that  too  many  orders  have  been  placed 
for  shipaent  to  some  destinations,  and  too  few  orders  for  other  destinations j 
or  if  the  same  conditions  develop  in  actual  shiprnent,  the  W&shin/^ton  Office  should 
be  informed  immediately.    In  most  instances  satisfactory  adjustments  can  be 
arranged  if  notice  is  received  promptly. 

Copies  of  all  correspondence  relative  to  handlin^^  of  delivery  orders  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  appropriate  Regional  Office  and  Stat«  Supervisor,  regardless 
of  whether  the  conmiuni cation  originates  in  the  Washington  Office  or  with  the 
State  Director  of  Commodity  Distribution.

The  report  should  include  the  naasB  of  the  ooT?imodity,  delivery  order 
number,  car  initials  and  number,  date  of  shipmsnt,  and  shipping  point  in 
order  that  shipment  may  be  quickly  identified  and  traced. 

The  ocasignee  should  insist  that  the  carrier  furnish  written  "Notice  of 
Arrival''  on  e&oh  shipment.    Th©  request  for  written  Hotio©  of  Arrival  will 
not,  how^Tsr,  release  the  consignee  from  the  responsibility  of  ascertain- 
ing that  all  shipments  ar©  promptly  placed  for  unloading.    A  regular  end 
systeniatio  check  should  be  made  of  all  sidings  or  team  tracks  used  by  the 
consignee  for  lanloading.    It  is  suggested  that  a  simple  oar  record  be 
maintained,  for  ths  purpose  of  checking  the  arrival  and  plaoement  of  8hip« 
ments.    This  record  Tjould  probably  also  be  helpful  in  planning  unloading 
schedules c 

Tha  r^ssponaibility  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  for  delivery 
of  shipments  csases  vshan  the  oar  is  placed  for  unloading;  at  the  point  pre- 
viously designated  by  the  consignee.    If  such  placement  is  prevented  by  any 
cause  attributable  to  the  consignee  and  the  car  is  held  at  destination  or 
nearest  available  hold  point  and  written  notice  that  the  car  is  so  held  is 
given  to  the  consignee,  it  shall  be  considered  as  "constructive  placement" 
without  further  notice.    Ail  charges  for  demurrage,  detention^  heater  or 
refrigeration  services  accruing  after  "actual  placeinsnt"  or  "constructive 
placement"  of  the  car  must  be  assumed  by  the  consignee  unless  prior  authorisa- 
tion for  such  charges  has  been  obtained  from  the  Washington  office  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Administration.    The  consignee  should  familiarise 
himself  with  carriers*  demurrage  rules  end  regulations  applicable  at  his 
station,  particularly  tha  rules  governirig  destination  handling  of  shijaaents 
moving  under  heater  or  refrigeration  service.    It  is  suggested  that  the 
matter  of  doaurrage  be  discussed  with  agents  of  local  carriers  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  average  demurrage  agreements  if  they  are  found  to 
be  desirable « 

IKaFSCTIQN 

All  ooTRinoditios  are  purchased  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration 
on  the  basis  of  established  specifications  for  grade  and  quality  and  are  re» 
quired  to  bo  properly  loaded  for  safe  carriage.    The  regular  commercial 
practices  are  usually  followed  in  the  methods  of  loading  and  the  use  of  pro- 
tective sorvices  enrouto,  since  they  have  been  developed  through  tho  handling 
of  large  numbers  of  similar  shipments  over  a  long  period  of  ysai^s.  Th© 
quantity  loaded  is  also  verified  by  a  responsible  person  at  the  time  of  load*^ 
ing.    Under  th^*s©  conditions  it  would  be  expected  that  shipments  ^ould  arrive 
at  destination  in  f;ood  condition  and  with  very  few  shortages  in  count  or 
losses  through  spoilage. 

In  view  of  the  protective  measures  taken  at  shipping  point  to  insure  the 
loading  of  the  proper  quality  and  quantity  it  is  equally  important  that 
similar  care  be  taken  in  unloading  at  destinatione    Accordingly,  each  ship- 
ment must  be  checked  carefully  on  arrival  and  before  unloading  to  determine 
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whather  th©r©  is  any  possible  shortage  or  damage.    If  the  oont^nts  of  the 
car  hc\Te  shifted  to  any  appreciable  extent,  thus  prevsnting  a  reasonably 
accurate  oheok  and  load  aount  within  the  oar  or  if  th®  consignee  has  any 
roasoo,  to  believe  that  shortage  or  damage  exists,  the  agent  of  the  deliver- 
inp;  oarrier  must  be  notified  linmediately  and  a  joint  inspection  and  oheok 
of  the  shipment  demanded.    A,  copy  of  the  agent's  inspection  or  Over,  Short, 
and  Daraage  Report  indioating;  shortage  and/or  damage  must  accompany  the 
pink  copy  of  Form  when  returned  to  the  Washington  office.

In  the  event  this  inspection  reveals  damage,  spoilage  or  infestation,  the 
entire  contents  should  be  inspected  to  determine  th®  total  extent  of  damage 
or  infestation. 

If  th©  total  shortage,  spoilage  or  dcuaage  is  in  excess  of  5%  of  the  contents 
of  the  car,  the  Washington  office  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administra- 
tion should  be  notified  immediately  by  telephone  or  telegraph  giving  the 
name  csf  th®  commodity,  the  delivery  order  number,  oar  initials  and  number, 
date  oar  arrived,  date  placed,  date  unloading  began,  and  complete  details 
explaining  the  nature  of  the  shortage  or  spoilage »    Further  instructions  for 
disposition  of  the  shipment  will  be  issued  by  the  T/V&shington  office  of  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Administration. 

In  the  9veat  the  consignee  should  ba  instructed  to  reject  and  surrender  the

In  sosne  instances  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange  for  shipments  with 
stop-overs  in  transit  for  partial  unloading.

Each  sponsoring  agenqr  in  areas  in  which  the  School  Milk  Program  is  in  operation 
shall  be  required  to  sulaiit  to  the  st&ze  or  local  AMA  off  ice  j  as  determined  by 
regional  policy.  Form  AMA~M5  "Monthljr  School  Milk  Report"  in  duplicate  by 
the  5th  day  of  each  nonth^  reporting  in  detail  operations  of  the  prograa  during 
the  previous  month.    The  state  or  locfd  AMA  office  shall  check  the  reports  care- 
fully for  correct  preparation  and  accuracy,  retain  one  copy  and  forward  the 
original  to  the  regional  office  within  two  days  after  they  are  received. 

The  sponsoring  agency  will  have  the  responsibility  of  securing  necessary  infoima- 
tion  from  each  school  and  child  welfare  center  and  combining  the;  d&td  into  one 
report  for  each  area  in  which  it  is  sponsoring  the  program.    The  eu'^ries  for 
schools  must  be  shown  separately  from  those  for  child  welfare  centers.  The
